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DECISION <FINAL AND UNEQUIVOCAL' 
Premier Ky to Seek Presidency in Vietnam National Elections Sept. 3

in the Sept. 3 national elections. 


Cabinet members said the 37.year.old premier had described 


his decision as 'final and unequivocal," 


A tew hours after Ky made known his plans, Lt. Gen. Nguyen 


Van Thieu, the chief of state, said it was "entirely possible" 
that he would run against his military colleague. 


In an interview with the New York Times, Thieu asserted 


that he would enter the race "if no worthy candidates seem 


likely to be elected." He said he would cast aside his personal 
preference to retire from politics "because I can never 
accept the risk of having my country governed by a bad man.' 


Until yesterday both Thieu and Ky have insisted that only 


one of them would seek the presidency. For both to run, 
they have said, would risk a split in the armed forces, which 
has been relatively unified during the 23.month life of the in. 
cumbent military government. 


But Thieu said that the senior generals had agreed that no 


one would be permitted to label himself as a military candidate, 
officially or unofficially. Therefore, he added "any soldier 
is free to run - myself or the lowest ranking private. 


Asked whether he regarded either of the two major civilian 


presidential candidates, Phan Khac Suu and Ha Thuc Ky, as 
"worthy" men, the General replied: "Suu is too old, and Ky 
could never get elected. Any man in the street will tell you that." 


And Marshal Ky? 


"I will make a judgment about h>m at the proper moment." 
Thieu may have been making what Vietnamese officers still 


call a "baroud d'honneur" - a last futile gesture. But if he has 
concluded that he is out of the running, if he was talking about 
running to save face, he gavenohintof it as he calmly discussed 
his prospects in the independence palace office. 


Should the two officers run against each other, the job of 


handling the day to day affairs of the country, which they share, 
could be vastly complicated. 


But Thieu said that he and Ky would "behave like gentle- 


men," He said they would "not fight each other, because we 
don't care to say 'he's good' or 'he's bad.' "

want a hard campaign," the general added, "witji as 


many candidates as possible. 
But there 
will be no great 


difficulties between us, and I don't see why we couldn't continue 
to run the government the same as before." 


Speaking in English, the slight, soft-voiced former infantry, 


man said he might not make his decision until a few days 
before the deadline for filing, July 5. He said this was '"'a 
little tactics."

has made no secret of its dis. 
pleasure over the suspension of 
civil liberties and constitution- 
al government in Greece by the 
right-wing coup d'etat on April 
21, this was the strongest Am er. 
lean representation yet disclos- 
ed to the new military Junta. 


tt indicated a sharp rejection 


on an appeal one week ago by 
Spandidakis for an increase in 
American military aid to help 
prevent the country from fall, 
ing to the Communists. 


Since 1947, American aid to 


Greece has totaled roughly $3.5 
billion, divided almost equally 
between economic and military 
•Ud because of the growth of the 
Greek economy, U.S. economic 
aid had been cut back to about 
$6.8 million in 1966. Military 
aid totaled $78.7 million last 
year and is understood to be 
running at about the same level 
this year. 
In his conversations with Span- 
didakis, McNamara said he had 
"hesitated to comment on inter- 
nal Greek affairs" but that he 
observed that Washington was 
"disheartened by the move away 
from democracy, from constitu- 
tional government, in Greece."

yelled to officers, "He needs 
help." 


"You get back," police shout,

moved up, caught the mob from 
the rear and of fleers carried off 
the injured youth. 


He was identified as Benjamin 


Brown, 22, of Jackson. 


The guard troops came in

Already underway is a two- 


lane highway which runs from 
the Pennsylvania border near 
Route 52. It will nearly follow 
the route of the present Kian- 
tone Road, which is the main 
route between Jamestown and 
Warren. 
Plans for the road 


include the possibility of de- 
velopment into a four-lane high- 
way; right-of-way has been pur- 
chased for such development in 
the future, according to Buffalo 
District Public WorksEnglneer 
Norman Kraft, who spoke at 
yesterday's meeting.

tion, which would become State 
Route 62, would connect Warren 
to Route 17 with a four-lane 
highway.

The governor said it is cheap- 


er to finance roads through 
bond issues than to delay high- 
way building or do it as funds 
are available. As an example, 
he said it would take 13 years 
to finance $100 million worth 
of roadways as funds become

available. Rising construction 
costs of five per cent per year 
would push this cost to $134 
million. By financing the road 
building with a bond issue, 
Rockefeller said, the program 
would take four years and cost 
$130 million. 


Another area which would be 


financed by bond issues are 
airports, Rockefeller said, and 
they are "the key to economic 
development of any communi- 
ty.""Airports today have a major 
relation to the economic de- 
velopment of 
communities,"

WASHINGTON' (AP) — Cost

one of four battlewagons in the 
reserve fleet and equip her 
with certain modern equipment. 


Time is another factor. The 


sources said it would take near- 
ly 18 months to get a45,000-ton 
battleship in shape for shore 
bombardment operations off the 
North Vietnamese coast. 


Defense Department officials 


said there has been no final de- 
cision on whether to reactivate 
a battleship. 


Studies made by the Navy at 


the request of Defense Depart, 
ment officials are being ana- 
lyzed, sources said. 


Secretary of the Navy Paul H. 


Nitze is reported favoring the 
withdrawal of a battleship from 
the reserve fleet. 


Sources said Adm. David Mc- 


Donald, chief of naval opera-

than one battleship.

power of battleships, cruisers 
and carrier-based aircraft.

He sped to the tower when 
alerted to the poss*b litv of a 
slide. 


"I heard the rock cracking 


and crumbling," he said. "Then 
larger and larger pieces of rock 
began to fall. Finally the whole 
thing gave way." 


As the rock broke loose, he 


said, there was "a big rumble 
— just like a loud clap of thun. 
der." 


Ognibene, perched on a win. 


dow cleaner's scaffold raised 
above a rail on the tower, photo- 
graphed the slide. 


Aftei the rock had settled, 


observers estimated the gap to 
be 30 feet wide, 35 to 40 feet m 
vertical depth, and 15 to 20 feet 
in horizontal depth. 


Shortly after a geologist for 


the Army Engineers inspected 
the rock-slide site, the Niagara 
Frontier State Park Commis- 
sion ordered the observation 
tower closed until further no- 
tice. The rock slide was about 
30 yards south of the tower.

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Update and Improve 


One of the chief benefits Pennsyl- 


vanians could expect from voter 
approval of the Constitutional re- 
form questions on the May 16 Pri- 
mary ballot is the updating and im- 
proving of the State Legislature. 


Four main areas of improvement 


are contained in the questions before 
the voters: 


(1) The Legislature Would Be- 


come a Continuing Body For Two- 
Year Periods- 
Presently, when the Legislature 


adjourns after its first year, it 
ceases to exist until it goes back 
into session the following year, 
Question 2-A on the ballot would 
make it a continuing body for the 
two years, just as the U.S. Congress 
is. This means that even though 
adjourned, the Legislature's com- 
mittees would continue to exist and 
could 
spend 
otherwise 
wasted 


months working on the next year's 
programs. Along with allowing more 
careful preparation of legislation 
in committees, this would also make 
it possible for the Legislature to 
get its work done faster when it did 
go into session. 


Also, in a continuing body, bills 


awaiting action between sessions 
would not have to be reintroduced 
as is now the case at considerable 
waste of time and money. 


And members would be able to 


pre-introduce bills while the Legis- 
lature was in recess, once again 
making it possible for more thor- 
ough study before the Legislature 
reconvened. 


The public and the press constant- 


ly criticize Harrisburg lawmakers 
for the slowness with which they 
get their work done after a session 
gets underway. Making the Legis- 
lature a continuing body would go a 
long way toward streamlining the 
present 19th Century pace at which 
the lawmakers are forced to work. 


(2) The Legislature Would Be Able 


To Pass General Legislation Every 
Year, Instead of Every Other Year. 


Presently, 
the Legislature can 


pass laws other than appropriation 
measures only in odd-numbered 
years. In even-numbered years, no 
matter how urgent the public prob- 
lem, nothing can be done about it 


their 


unless the expensive and cumber- 
some process of calling a special 
session is resorted to by the Gov- 
ernor. 


Nine ''yes" votes on May 
16 


would change this antiquated sys- 
tem, once again modeling the Legis- 
lature after the U. S. Congress and 
allowing general legislation to be 
passed in any year. 


(3) The Procedures Under Which 


The Legislature Conducts Its Busi- 
ness \\oukl ite Streamlined. 


The constitutional 
requirements 


dealing with the form and printing 
of bills would be modernized, thus 
making the lawrnaking process far 
less costly and clumsy. 


The old provision that before pass- 


bills must be read six times in 


entirety (three times in each 


House) would be repealed (unless 
25 percent of the members re- 
quested the readings). In fact, the 
Legislature generally ignores this 
Constitutional requirement, other- 
wise it would never get anything 
done since many pieces of legisla- 
tion would take hours just to be 
read. Without repealing this sec- 
tion, however, a disgruntled mem- 
ber could continue to threaten to 
have the reading requirement en- 
forced as a method to get his way 
on some special axe he is grinding. 


(4) The Constitutional Convention 


Would Be Able To Recommend Pro- 
cedures For Enforcing The Consti- 
tution's 
Requirement 
That The 


Legislature Apportion Itself Every 
Ten Years. 


The Constitution presently 
re- 


quires that each House of the Legis- 
lature reapportion itself following 
the census every ten years. The 
Constitution. 
however, 
does not 


specify what happens if the Legis- 
lature" fails to act. The State Senate, 
therefore, went from 1923 until 
1966 without reapportionment.Then, 
the Senate still didn't act and the 
job was done by the courts. 


The 
Constitutional 
convention 


would be able to come up with 
recommendations for putting teeth 
in the reapportionment requirement. 
Voters would then have the oppor- 
tunity to approve or reject the 
convention's suggestion 
before it 


became part of the Constitution.

Sleep Is a Waste of Time

Sleep is a burglar. It robs 


each man of a third of his 
life. 
A human aged 60 has 


lived 40 years. His joys, his 
sorrows, his learning, his ad. 
ventures have been jammed in- 
to a smaller sphere than he 
imagines. He courts the rob- 
b e r w i t h 
fatigue, 
dark- 


ness, 
prayer 


and pills. The 
eyes 
l o s e 


sight, hearing 
d i m i n i s h . 
e s, the heart 
slows, 
blood 


pressure falls, 
muscles relax, 
and the brain 
floods 
itself 


with incompre- 
hensible imag- 
es. 


In a score of laboratories, 


science has been busy inves- 
tigating sleep. They know a lot 
about it, but they do not know 
precisely what it is. They know 
that the mind induces uncon- 
•sciousness, but the mind does 
not sleep. It is in constant mo- 
tion with memories and images, 
aspirations and fears in a mad- 
man's movie. 


Thousands of volunteers have 


been wired for sleep with elec- 
trical leads that detect brain 
impulse, eyeball motion, nerve 
stimulation, in addition to the 
functions of bodily organs. Each 
person, unwittingly, has his own 
pre-sleep ritual. Once undress- 
ed, the walks to the bathroom, 
the scratching, the trip to the 
clothes closet, the shaping of 
the pillow, the pulling down of 
the bedclothes, are all pre- 
scribed. 


In an identical situation, an in- 


fant pulls the lobe of an ear with 
one hand, and sticks the thumb 
of the other in her mouth. Be- 
hind closed lids, the eyes dart 
back and forth as though watch, 
ing tennis. 
Often, the baby 


doesn't want the door closed, 
because it spells isolation at 
a time of terror. 


Many adults, fearing sleep, be- 


come more alert and busier as 
bedtime approaches. They fight 
sleep. 
Gaer Luce and Julius 


Segal, who wrote a book called 
"Sleep" (Lancer), 
claim that 


one 
of every 
three persons 


sleeps nude. 
Some must, be- 


cause they are such busy sleep- 
ers that pajamas become twist- 
ed and uncomfortable. 


Efficient people panic if sleep 


does not come. 
They count 


up the time lost. They feel 
certain that they will be list- 
less the next day. wiien uncon- 
sciousness finally comes, they 
go into a deeper sleep than 
normal, and the body compress, 
es complete rest into a shorter 
time. Winston Churchill cared 
not how little sleep he got at 
night, so long as lie had a lull 
hour nap in the afternoon. Har- 
ry Truman, when he felt fatigu- 
ed, excused himself from meet- 
ings, removed his shoes, and 
dropped off on a couch. 


Through habit, the >wjy puts 


itself on a 24-hour schedule. 
Arbitrarily, it decides to snip 
the wires of consciousness be- 
tween Hie hours, say, of llp.m. 
and 7 a.m. Atavistic-ally, it as- 
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sociates night with sleep, day 
with wakefulness. Many people 
are fond of saying: "I spend 
my life doing two things I hate 
to do: go to bed, and get up." 


Sleep runs in four stages. In 


stage one, the ears hear sounds 
but the mind fills with strange 
images. 
An arm or a leg 


shoots out violently; this is call- 
ed a myoolonic jerk and comes 
from an unbidden impulse from 
the brain. The teeth grind, the 
throat moans. 


In stage two, complete un- 


consciousness takes over. The 
eyeballs dance behind the lids. 
The fingers relax. The breath. 
ing slows. The skin cools. The 
features frown and contort, then 
smooth out. 


At the third level of descent, 


the eyeballs become sightless. 
The lids may remain half open 
and the sleeper does not see 
light. 
The body temperature 


is reduced. The organs slow 
their work. The ears will car- 
ry a loud sound to the brain, 
but not a soft one. 


At the lowest descent, the fea- 


tures 
suddenly relax com. 


pletely. 
The jaw slacks, the 


mouth opens a little, a hint of 
a snore comes up from the 
bark of the throat. Saliva some- 
times falls off the edge of the 
lips. The sleeper is at the bot- 
tom of healthy unconsciousness, 
but, if a leg itches, his hand will 
automatically move to the right 
plarv to scratch it, and his sleep 
will move back up to stage two 
or one. 


Fev, sleepers remain in the 


Delta—fourth stage—of repose 
morp than 90 minutes. In it, 
the muscles are so flaccid as 
to appear out of condition. Lit. 
tie by little, he will come up 
to stage three, remain awhile, 
climb to two, and sometimes 
to one. Here, he is conscious 
that he is in bed, but has no 
dof-ir" to awaken. 
Three or 


four hours, later, he may de- 
scend a'-rain all the way down. 


Tne average sleep pattern 


sho*s a quick descent down to 
stage four, and a gradual rise 
in the next six hours, toward 
wakef illness. The poorest sleep- 
ers seldom get below stage one. 
They take sedatives, or tran- 
quillizers, or liquor to induce 
artificial sleep. 
My mother 


slept so lightly that she knew, 
wlien any of the children went 
to the bathroom in the small 
hours. 


Candidly, I feel that sleep is 


a waste of time. I wish I could 
remain awake every minute of 
every day. The lonft sleep to 
come is enough. . .

He was not 
a scientist, but he had a scien- 
tific bent. There was a little bit 
of Thoreau in his makeup, for 
he retained a child.like sense of 
wonderment. 


If he were to 


appear on the

and leggings, 
shirt and tie, 
jacket

b r o a d • 
brimmed 
hat, 


he would 
be 


considered ec. 
centric. 
His 


jacket pockets 


would be filled to bursting with 
objects that he had picked up in 
his woodland rambles. 


He enjoyed everything in the 


out-of-doors, but like a jack- 
of -all-trades he was master of 
none. He was a hobbyist who 
was attuned to the world of 
nature. Above all, though, he 
was a happy man. 


He tramped this land before 


it was cluttered with the cast- 
off debris of civilization. The 
air that he breathed was still 
pure, and the streams that he 
walked beside were unpolluted. 


At first thought, he might be 


considered to have been the 
fore-runner of today's conser. 
vatiomst, But conservation had 
not yet cone of age, and the old- 
time naturalist had probably 
never even heard of this newly- 
coined word. 


.Vebster defines a "natural- 


ist" as "a person who studies 
nature, especially by direct ob- 
servation 
of 
anin'als 
and 


plants." Of the tens of thou- 
sands 
of persons who have 


climbed onto the conservation 
and-wagon, very few can be 
ela. ssd as naturalists. Many 
of the!.: have axes to grind, 
and their interests in the world 
of Nature are very narrow. 
Others 
aren't conservation- 


ists at all, but are spokesmen 
for special interest groups. 


J. Henri Fabre was in IK any- 


ways a naturalist of the old 
school. 
Of all the old-brie naturalists, 


Fabre was the most skilled in 
applying the powers of direct 
observation. At the edge of tha 
village of Serignan in southern 
France, he purchased a snail 
plot of stony ground that was to 
become his field laboratory for 
the next 30 years, \rmed A-itha 
hand lens, he found enough ma- 
terial in the jungle of weeds in 
this little plot of ground to fill 
seven volumes of his "Souve- 
nirs Entomologiques." 


I too found France rich in in- 


sect life, and armed like Fabre 
with a pocket lens I studied the 
insects that alighted on the 
flowers in my daughter's gar- 
den near Chaingy in the valley 
of the Loire. I found that if I 
was to emulate Fabre I would 
have to cast aside all dignity. 
That I did so is quite obvious 
in a diary entry covering a few 
moments of my visit to France. 


"V.'ith my magnifying glass in 


hand, I got on all-fours and ex. 
annned a black and red beetle 
whose wing coverings 
were 


marked like a Xulu warrior's 
ceremonial shield. Actually ,the 
markings formed a stylized pic- 
ture of a human face. On a red 
background was a triangular- 
shaped nose of black, a black 
mouth, two black eyes, and a 
black forehead. Then busied 
myself hovering over a circular 
hole in the ground that was 
about the diameter of a pin 
head. The head of a black ant, 
with bright eyes and quivering 
antennae, kept poking out only 
to retreat into the dark tunnel

year to keep the Democrats in power.

The backstage debate over

acreage has become 


almost a family squabble between former Minne- 
sotans. Secretary of Agriculture Orville Free- 
man, a onetime Minnesota governor, has been 
pushed by his advisors into a position favoring 
acreage cuts. 


He is vigorous!.* opposed by Vice President 


Hubert Humphrey, a former Senator from Minne- 
sota, who wants to boost wheat production. Sup- 
porting the Vice President is his former Senate 
"aide, Herb Waters, who now heads the war-on- 
hunger program. 


Freeman has pointed out in private conversa. 


tions 
that the farmers, troubled over falling 


wheat prices, planted less than half of the 30 per 
cent increases in wheat acreage they were grant. 
ed for the past season. 


The solution is not to cut back acreage, Humph- 


rey has responded, but to increase the incentive 
for farmers. 
He has urged President Johnson 


to ask Congress for higher wheat subsidies. 


The President, a Populist at heart, is emotion, 


ally committed to the war against hunger. He was 
briefed on the program at a National Security 
Council meeting last year by David Bell, then 
Foreign Aid Administrator, who described the 
hunger in the world and the need for American 
food. 


When Bell finished, the President slapped the 


table. 
"We need to grow more wheat!" he declared 


emphatically. 


Note: Herb Waters discussed the worlJ food 


problem in the Vatican the other day with Pope 
Paul, who has been critical of the Vietnam war. 
Waters told him the American aim was not only 
to help feed the hungry but to teach them how to 
grow more food to feed themselves. "We are 
allies in THIS war," Pope said with a smile, re- 
ferring to the war on hunger as opposed to the 
Vietnam war. 
+The Pentagon, contradicting a Hanoi claim that 


88,000 Americans were killed in Vietnam during 
the first nine months of 1966, charged that the 
figures were considerably inflated. 


But the totals put out by the Defense Depart- 


ment«3,558 Americans dead and 41,000 commu- 
nits kllled-are also padded. The truth is that 
almost all Vietnamese killed in action, if they 
aren't wearing South Vietnamese uniforms, are 
lumped together as enemy dead. On occasion, 
this has even included women and children. 


One combat soldier, whose name charitably is 


omitted, wrote to this column about tftepractice 
in his division. 


"The daily enemy-killed-in-action figures," he 


charged, "can be trusted as much as a paper bag 
can be trusted to store water. Everyone killed 
who is not in a friendly uniform is counted as an 
enemy KIA, 
"On one mission,Isawtwounarmedmenscam- 


per from under some rocks and attempt to run 
away. 
One was shot through the heart; the 


other had his leg nearly severed by an M-16 
round. 


"The former was listed as an enemy KIA. 


Maybe he was. 
Maybe he was a villager who 


hid from the enemy just as he tried to hide from 
us."On another mission, a woman killed by aerial 
rocket artillery, fired from fire-breathing: chop, 
pers, was likewise listed as an enemy KIA."

Costs to Rise at Accelerating Pace 


Porter 


Q. Where is your cost of living heading now? 
A. It's heading up to the highest peaks ever.-and most import- 


ant, it's heading up at an accelerating pace. 


Q. How soon will the rise accelerate? 
A. In the weeks and months immediately ahead. 
Q. Why is this the outlook? 
A. Because recent declines in the prices of food and of some 


important raw materials are coming to an end and many of the 
declines will turn into price increases soon. The 
declines in food prices particularly have hidden 
the fact that prices of most other goods and serv- 
ices have continued to rise, and when food prices 
start to rise again, the basic upward direction of 
our cost of living will re-emerge in full force. 


Costs of services are climbing relentlessly 


ever upward. The costs of medical care serv- 
ices are up a shocking 9.3 per cent over a year 
ago-and there is no hopefor anything but further 
increases in these costs 
in the foreseeable 


future. The tosts of household services, outside 
of rent, have jumped G per cent in the past 12 months and there s 
also no hope for any retreat here. The cost of transportation is 
up almost 4 per cent and so are the costs of such services as 
personal care, reading, recreation, and again, there's no sign 
of any change in trend. 


With no end of Vietnam war pressures in sight and with an end 


to the declines in food prices clearly in sight, the pace of rise 
in overall consumer prices will accelerate. 


The biggesi wage increases in a full decade are pushing up busi- 


ness costs which in turn are pushing up prices to us which in turn 
are adding to wage pressures, which in turn.. .etc. As Gardner 
Ackley, chairman of the President's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, told the Society of American Business Writers early this 
month, "the inevitable spirallng pressure of prices on costs and 
costs on prices could roll painfully far before reasonable sta- 
bility is finally restored." And Ackley openly admitted that 
whether this grim prospect can be averted is "far from assured." 


Q. How much is the cost of living likely to rise in 1907? 
A. Measured by the Labor Department's Consumer Price Index, 


at least 2Vz per cent and the rise could move into the 3 per cent 
range. To indicate the acceleration this implies for coming 
months, this index has risen only 0.3 per cent in the past three 
months. Also to indicate the contrast between 196G-1967 and our 
remartable 1958-65 record for price stability, here are the per- 
centage changes in the Consumer Price Index, December-to De- 
cember, from 1957 to now:

Affairs is another illustration 
of zip and zing—with most of 
its reports backdating two or 
three years. But then again— 
it's only taxpayer monies that 
are being spent for these near, 
useless antiques. 


ONE FOR THE BOOKS—It 


may come as a surprise to many 
but the fact is that federal al- 
lotments totaling $75 million to 
Pennsylvania under the Library 
Services and Construction Act 
for 1967 is the third largest in 
the Nation, according to the 
Department of Public Instruc- 
tion. Which state will receive 
the largest chunk? New York— 
but it also provides the most 
matching funds. 


Q. Can anything be done to stop this? 
A. Sure, but not at a "price" the majority in this country is 


willing to pay. This "price" would be an economic downturn 
of sufficient proportions to force cutbacks in the demand for 
goods and services and to send unemployment into a major up- 
turn. An economic downturn of this magnitude would stop the 
spiral virtually overnight. It also would result in nationwide 
ban' rtiptcies, home foreclosures and suffering which can't fie 
translated into dollars-and-cents terms. Today's generation in 
the United States won't "stand still" for this. 


Q. Will, then, anything be done to stop this? 
A. Whatever will be done won't be enough. As for direct 


price-wage controls, these wouldn't work and couldn't wor' 
except in a limited period of gravest emergency. The Admin, 
istration officially rejects direct price-wage controls, even as- 
suming the Vietnam war escalates from here and the wage- 
price spiral accelerates from here. 


Q. What does this mean to your dollar's buying power? 
A, The dollar which bought lOOc worth of goods and services 


in 1957.59 will be buying only around 85c worth in the final months 
of 19G7. The dollar which was worth lOOc in 1939 will be worth 
a minor 40e or so in the marketplace when 1967 ends. 


Q. How do you protect yourself against this? 
A. Read Monday's column.

The Apathy Party 


Les Rickey, our city editor who claims to head 


up the Apathy Party in Warren County and guides 
its political destinies, has always claimed that 
the only reason his party isn't on the ballot is 
because they never get around to filing their 
petitions. Besides, Les states, if they were on 
the bullet the party members would never get 
to the polls until two days after an election. 


Les, it seems, would like to have us believe that 


the Apathy Party in the county is an organiza- 
tion that won't develop into a threat to the Demo- 
crats and Republicans until some time in the far 
away future. 


I'm not so sure about this! In fact, I'm ready 


right now to make the claim that members of the 
Apathy Party have infiltrated our borough of- 
fices, our county offices, those of the state 
and federal agencies, and even the leadership 
of our service and civic organizations. They 
can be found in positions of authority at every 
turn. 


Further than this, they are able to maintain 


themselves in these high positions through the 
support of a wide-spread grassroots member- 
ship among the ordinary citizens of the county. 


The most efficient tool employed to keep 


the party members in line and perpetuate the 
present leadership is a running barrage of pretty 
speeches, appointment of committees that never 
function, promises of immediate action, blaming 
others 
for the failures, producing maps and 


architect drawings, and covering the whole bit 
with copious news releases. In most cases, 
even the news releases are outdated by the time 
they reach the news media. 


It would be unfair to my fellow workers, I 


suppose, if I exposed the insidious workings of 
the Apathy Party by citing specific cases and 
directing 
public attention to their areas of 


greatest control. After all it isn't my intention 
to do an expose. 


However, I am going to set forth some of the 


particular things I would like to see getting some 
fast action in the near future, and threaten 
the Apathy Party with more precise "revela- 
tions" if this action isn't forthcoming. 


As my personal interests are centered on 


such things as recreation, tourism, conserva- 
tion, and those facets of these interests that 
offer an outstanding opportunity for economic 
development, I will stick to them -- -- and hope 
for the best. 


For one thing, I would like to see contractors 


held more to the set "completion dates" once 
construction on a facility is started. Too often 
delays are being shrugged off as "just one of 
those things." The fact that the public is being 
denied the use of the facility seems to be of little 
interest to the controlling officials. 


I would also like to see our secondary road 


system 
kept in better 
condition and further 


developed than it presently is. These roads are 
highly favored by our visitors who appreciate 
their rural-scenic beauty more then we realize. 
And when our visitors are meandering along 
these backcountry roads they aren't cluttering 
up our main highways. 


I would like to see a really top-notch camp- 


ground in the immediate vicinity of the Kinzua 
Dam. Not another state or federal installation, 
but the kind of private development so common 
in other sections of the country. Some that I 
have seen make our best "public" facilities 
look like primitive areas. 


I would like to see access to the river made 


easier. We have some of the finest river fish- 
ing in the nation, but access is so difficult that 
some of our best areas can't be reached by the 
fisherman. 


I would like to see our game lands managed 


more for the production of game than timber. 
While I will admit that game and timber can be 
produced on the same land, there is no question 
in the minds of "experts" that if the emphasis 
was placed on habitat improvement the amount 
of game available to the hunter could be tre- 
mendously increased. 


But most of all, I guess, I would like to see 


civic and service organizations be more active 
in pushing for things that would benefit the com- 
munity. Many outstanding opportunities 
are 


being lost simply because the proper public 
attitude and interest is lacking. 


In the end, though, I suppose the easiest course 


for me would be membership in the Apathy 
Party. It always has been far easier to put 
things off than to get them done. And a cer- 
tain amount of apathy may turn out to be my 
test medicine. I'll have to talk it over with 
Les sometime.

Senate Okays 4-Year Extension of Draft Law

WASHINGTON—The Senate passed last night a bill to extend 


the Selective Service Act-without major change-tor four years. 
The vote was 70 to 2. 


The negative votes were by Senators Wayne Morse, D-Ore., 


and Ernest Gruening, D-Alaska. 


The measure, as approved and sent to the House, would 


preserve President Johnson's authority to draft eligible 19- 
year-olds by lot and permit him to carry out other administrative 
innovations. 


Hearings on a companion bill already are under way before 


the House Armed Services Committee. 


In a series of votes before the roll call on passage, opponents 


of the Vietnam war were defeated by one-sided majorities in 
attempts to amend the draft law. 


One of the rejected amendments-by Se.i. Mark O. Ka<field, 


R-Ore.,—called for a congressional declaration iZiat the draft 
constitutes a total governmental invasion of the liberties 
of America's young men." 


When feasible at reasonable cost, Congress should terminate 


the draft and substitute a voluntary system for raising and main- 
taining needed armed forces, according to the proposeddeclara- 
tion. The vote against the amendment was 67 to 9. 


Also turned down were amendments to restrict the law's 


extension to two years; to prohibit the involuntary assignment 
of draftees to Southeast Asia; to reduce the maximum period 
of active duty for draftees from two years to 18 months; and to 
establish national criteria for the classification of persons 
eligible for the draft. 


In a special message March C, Johnson requested a four-year 


extension of the act, which expires June 30, and then outlined 
plans to set up a draft lottery and make other major administra- 
tive changes by Jan. 1, 1969. He disclosed his intention to order 
the following: 


— That 19-year-old men be the first exposed to the random 


call-up each year, along with older men whose deferments had 
expired. 


— That deferments for all graduate students, except those 


preparing to be physicians, dentists and ministers, be abolished. 


The President left undecided the question whether to reverse 


the present policy of deferring college undergraduates who are 
making satisfactory progress toward earning bachelor's degrees. 


Two days of floor debate indicated general agreement with the 


Senate Armed Services Committee in favoring continued under- 
graduate deferments and the drafting of nearly all graduate 
students. 
The committee, in its report to the Senate, also 


expressed misgivings about the wisdom of a random selection 
system, or lottery, but did not oppose a trial. 


There was no attempt in the Senate to write into the draft 


law any prohibition against a lottery. 
However, there is a 


strong movement in the House Armed Services Committee to 
do so. 


The proposed lottery is part of a plan to make 19-year-olds 


subject to call-up before older men. The present system is to 
call the oldest eligible men first, by date of birth. 


The pool of available 19-year-olds in future years will amount 


to about 730,000 men each year. But only about 110,000 will 
be taken by the draft in normal peacetime years. 


The Senate bill would revise the present law to permit the 


drafting of alien physicians and dentists until they are 35 
years old. Under the current law, alien physicians and dentists 
are liable for the draft until they are 20. 


The President's request for new legislative authority to draft 


youths into the National Guard and other reserve components 
was denied, but the bill includes an amendment that would allow 
men to enlist in the reserves up until the moment they are 
inducted. Under the current law, they must do so before they 
receive their draft notices. 


The legislation would also make permanent the President's 


temporary authority to summon to active duty reservists 
who fail to fulfill their obliijations.

foreign ships, but only the 
Chinese joined in the ground 
fire, which was pouring into 
the sky from North Vietnamese

So 
far as we could see, all Rus- 
sian and East European ships

strained over the Vietnam war. 


Although no formal response 


to the U.S. protests has yet 
come from Moscow, it was un- 
derstood that the Soviets here 
rejected out of hand the U.S. 
accusation of deliberate har- 
assment. 


As of late yesterday, neither 


incident had been reported in 
Moscow newspapers. 


American 
diplomats 
won- 


dered whether Moscow deliber- 
ately has stepped up its naval 
interference in retaliation for 
the expanded U.S. bombing of 
North Vietnam. 


Some U.S. admirals likened 


the maneuverings of the rival 
destroyers to a game of "chick- 
en" at sea-holding on collision 
course to see who would give 
way first.

I just learned a terrific new 


way to take cigarette burns 
out of a cut-pile nylon rug. I 
am not speak:ng ot looped 
pile—only the cut type. 


If it's burned deepl.v, per- 


haps there's nothing jou can 
do about it. But, if it's only a 
top burn, you can take a ser- 
rated knife or a pair of cuticle 
scissors and cut the melted 
coal-black part out. Do this 
only on the top, being sure to 
cut off only the burned part 
and do not get too deep into 
the pile. 


Then before you do any- 


thing else, hold a piece of 
sandpaper o\er jour 
thumb 


and »and briskly across the 
top of the cut pile ONLY. 


Here's what I found this 


\vill do: 


It will divide the fibers and 


spread the ends, thus cover 
up that little snipped hole! 


Now, if the hole is burned 


too deeply, go pull sume little 
pieces of pile out of the edge 
of the rug or scrape some up 
with a serrated knife. A ser- 
rated knife will recut the cut 
pile gentl> and you will end 
up with a little ball of jour 
good old njlon filament. 


Koll this ball 
up in the 


shape of that burned spot. 
Then put some good glue in 
the bottom of the little hole, 
and put your little 
ball of 


fibrous scrapings in the hole. 
Mash it d o w n 
with 
your 


thumb, cover it with wa\ pa- 
per and weight it down with 
a book for two or three days. 


The glue 
will adhere to 


some of the fibers and thus 
make it practically 
perma- 


nent.

and not slip back. To be sure the scales tip in your favor, 
evolve a personal plan that works for you. Check with your 
doctor, too, he may suggest a 
multi-vitamin to insure good 
health. 


Devise a plan that you can 


live with —for life. Then draw 
up a chart to guide you. This 
diet dossier should cover the 
foods you enjoy most in three 
basic categories: proteins, 
carbohydrates and fats — as 
well as refreshing, revitaliz. 
ing liquids. 


Protein foods are the key 


ingredients. Meats, fish,poul« 
try, cheeses, eggs, nuts and 
milk products all rebuild tissues and maintain health. If you'd 
love to be leaner, learn to love the "lean" varieties of protein 
foods. Choose lean meats, not fatty pork chops; lean poultry, 
such as chicken and turkey, rather than duck; "lean" cheese, 
cottage instead of camembert or American. If you want to add to 
your avoirdupois, simply reverse the procedure and adopt 
richer protein foods as your favorite fare. 


Carbohydrates, the quick energy foods, fruits, vegetables, 


grains and sugar products have most recently been considered 
the culprits for would.be dieters. But, nonetheless, controlled 
amounts are necessary for the spark that makes your body 
engine run. 


To take off pounds, take on leafy green vegetables, citrus 


fruits or melon. Avoid starches, bread and potatoes. 


To put on pounds, give preference to natural wheat products, 


any fruit — fresh or dried — molasses, maple sugar or honey 
products. 
Fats: Thin or fat, we all need a little fat daily. Include a few 


tablespoons of natural vegetable oil (corn, soy, safflower) in 
your salad dressing or cooking. This benefits your health, 
digestion, nails, skin and hair. A bit of butter or cream assures 
Vitamins A and D coverage. If you're trying to gain, gobble 
these up (unless you have problem skin). 


Liquids: Four glasses of water and/or fresh fruit or vegetable 


juice a day are a must. Fresh fruit juice with carbonated water 
is healthier, even for slimming, and outweighs soda pop in any 
form. 


Here are some healthful, helpful dieter's tlo's and don't's: 
For Subtraction: Keep part of one meal to eat in-between. 


Always chew slowly. Choose bouillon, skim milk, cottage 
cheese, buttermilk, celery, carrot sticks, melon wedges,grape- 
frult sections and fruit or vegetable juices as your slimming 
snacks. Don't be a desperate dieter. If you succumb to straw, 
berry shortcake today, get back to your charted plan tomorrow.

It is a time test and all try to 


work as fast as Is possible with, 
out, to quote the Instruction book, 
"sacrificing accuracy." 


After a while, little Irritations

The problems that you aren't 
able to do discourage you but 
still you might as well keep 
going. 


At noon the test is finished 


except for some that take the 
Achievement tests. 


These are specialized tests for 


certain people who will go to col. 


leges that require them. There 
are tests in history, math, Eng. 
lish, science, and foreign langu- 
ages. A maximum of three may 
be taken and this could give a 
person up to six hours of work, 
ing on one test. 


As you finish, there is the sat. 


isf action of taking the test. There 
is also the thought on some stu- 
dents* head that they have to take 
it again next year. But that is 
over eight months away, why 
worry?

HARRISBURG (AP) — It took 


20 years for the authority busi. 
ness to boom in Pennsylvania. 
But once it did, it simply began 
to grow and grow. 


Records of the Pennsylvania 


Department of State show that 
more and more municipal gov. 
ernments have been reverting 
over the past decade or so to 
authority borrowing as a means 
of providing services demanded 
b> their townspeople. 


Consider these facts: 
Between 1935, with the pas. 


sage of the first General Mu. 
nicipal Authority Act by the 
state legislature, and 1955, only 
867 local authorities were certi. 
fied with the state. 


But in the past 12 years, 1,133 


local borrowing agencies have 
come into being. 
The 2000th 


and 2001st were certified by the 
State Department as recently 
as May 3. 


Why did the state empower lo- 


cal governments to get into the 
authority business in the first 
place? Or why this proliferation 
of authorities over the past dec. 
ade? 


There doesn't seem to be a 


simple answer to either ques. 
tion. 


There was no debate 32 years 


ago when the first local author- 
ity act was approved over . 
whelmingly in both the state 
House and Senate. 


Nor was there in 1937, when 


the act was amended, or in 1945 
when it was repealed* 


There was, however, a pass. 


ing reference prior to the Sen- 
ate vote in 1935 that thelegisla. 
tion was designed to "provide 
for all the different interests" 
connected with the expanded 
public works 
programs 
of 


President 
Franklin 
D. 


Roosevelt. 


The original act stipulated 


that no authority could be creat- 
ed or project initiated.two years 
after the effective date of the 
act. 


That two-year limitation was 


wiped out by an amendment in 
1937, 
and the life of an authority 


was expanded from 32 to 50 
years. 


In 1945, the legislature wrote 


a new authority act eliminating

According to that law, local 


authorities could be created to: 


"Acquire hold, construct, im- 


prove, maintain, and operate 
. . .buildings. . .transportation 
. . .parking spaces. . .airports 
. . .sewage treatment works 
. . .and all facilities necessary 
for 
parks 
and 
recreation 


grounds. .." 


No authority is to be estab- 


lished, according to the act, 
which 
would "unnecessarily 


burden or interfere with exist- 
ing business by the establish, 
ment 
of competitive enter- 


prises. . ." 


There are several reasons ad. 


vanced by state officials for the 
dramatic increase in the num. 
bcr of authorities in the past 12 
years. 


The first, quite obviously, is 


the debt limit imposed on local 
governments by the Constitution 
of 1874. 


Until last year, local govern- 


ments were permitted to borrow 
only up to 2 per cent of their 
assessed 
property valuation 


without prior voter approval 
and up to 7 per cent with it. 


The electorate approved last 


year a constitutional amend, 
ment increasing those limits to 


7 per cent without approval and 
15 per cent with it. 


Still, the officials say, munici» 


pal governments generally have 
been confronted with growing 
populations. This, in turn, has 
resulted in growing demands for 
services such as water supply 
and sewage treatment 
that 


could not be met by direct bor- 
rowing. 


Authorities have no limit on 


the amount that can be bor- 
rowed, thus providing an easy 
way to circument the constitu* 
tional restrictions. 


In addition, the tax- paying 


citizenry has demonstrated a 
predictable reluctance to ap. 


prove higher borrowing by their 
local governments. 


The authority method avoids 


the necessity of mounting an or. 
ganized educational campaign 
to convince the electorate that 
it should approve the expendi- 
ture of money for services the 
people seem to be demanding. 


Most officials hold that au- 


thority borrowing is a more ex. 
pensive way of doing business 
than direct borrowing referen- 
dum s, where the taxing.power 
of the government body is of. 
fered as a guarantee that the 
bonds will be repaid. 


The General State Authority, 


the state's largest borrowing 


agency, 
currently 
is selling 


bonds at an interest rate close 
to 4 per cent.' 


Interest on local bonds runs 


generally in that range, but will 
vary according to the economic 
condition of the locale and the 
type of issue floated. School 
bonds, for example, will sell 
cheaper than parking authority 
bonds. 


Simply put, authority finan- 


cing is the easiest way to ob. 
tain funds without an immedi. 
ate increase in taxes to provide 
services or facilities. 


1 ..e authority floats the bonds 


constructs the project and leas, 
es it to the governmental body 


concerned, in the instance, for 
example, of a school building. 
Or it can pay off the bonds by 
charging fees for the service 
provided, such as a sewerage 
system or parking facility. 


In spite of the fact that 
the 


tax.paying public is going to 
pay for an authority project in 
one fashion or another, State 
Department records would in- 
dicate that these borrowing 
agencies will continue to flour- 
ish in future years. 


Eighty - six local authorities 


were created between 1965 and 
1966. 
Forty have been certified 


by the state through the first 
four months of the year.

Soviet Education Stressing Independence

MOSCOW — Independent study, that old 


standby of the American high school,prom- 
ises to become a major ingredient of the 
next Soviet school reform. It is a topic 
of speculation and debate among Soviet 
educators. 


Some of the more daring school admin- 


istrators predict that a cautious invitation 
to try their hand at independent academic 
work will be issued to high school seniors 
and juniors in many schools next year. 


In a system that has for years pre- 


scribed rigidly every course and every 
hour of study, it is revolutionary to en- 
courage students to work on their own, 
without the crutch of the syllabus and the 
threat of an examination. 


The first problem will be to teach stu- 


dents what to do with their freedom. Since 
most teachers, in the tradition of European 
secondary education, are suspicious of 


the American concept of allowing pupils 
freedom of choice, a good deal of passive 
resistance to the idea is expected. 


The difficulty of switching gears from 


an almost entirely prescribed to a more 
freewheeling curriculum is apparent in ef- 
forts to implement a related reform pro- 
posal—offering at least four hours of eleo. 
tive subjects on top of the approximately 
30 hours of required subjects each week. 


Visits to classrooms revealed that to the 


students an elective course simply meant 
an extra course in one of the required 
subjects—a slightly more advanced course 
in mathematics, chemistry, physics, or 
perhaps extra hours in literature, although 
this is less likely. 


Nevertheless, 
the introduction of elec- 


tives has been an invaluable transition into 
a more open approach to education. But 
perhaps even more promising is the fact 
that the academic thaw coincides with these 
important phenomena: 


—The official line that has recently come 


down from the education authorities is that 
the old school has failed to make students 
think on their own. 


—The prospect of the introduction of in- 


dependent work comes at the very moment 
when the six-day work week is to be re- 
placed by a five-day week. 


While, in the general economy, the in- 


troduction of the two-day weekend, expect- 
ed to take place within a year, will be 
accompanied by the addition of one extra 
daily hour of work on Monday through 
Friday, this will be a problem in many 
schools, which continue to operate on double 
shifts. 


But, 
as one principal said, this may be 


the opportunity for independent study. In* 
stead of adding the extra daily hour, the 
sc'iools may be able to ask their older 
students to use part of their Saturday to 
demonstrate what they are able to do Oi. 
their own. 


This is made even more plausible by 


the fact that in recent years homework 
over the weekend has been discouraged 
and, in many schools, abolished. 


Educators not only tend to be Instinctive- 


ly dubious about the students' readiness 
to guide their own academic careers, but 
are also conscious of the fact that they 
are judged according to their students' 
success. 


Consequently, many teachers are likely 


to urge their students to use their in. 
dependent study time to cram for their 
tests in the required subjects. 


Despite these limitations the beginning 


of challenge to let students strike out on 
their own is likely to have profound long, 
range effects on Soviet education, especial. 
ly as a new generation of teachers takes 
over.

A, Administrative Organization. 
1. Does your county have a board of health? 


No. 
The borough of Warren has a board of health, but the 


other boroughs and townships use the services of the~State 
sanitarian, whose office is located at the State Health Center, 
104 Water street," Warren. ~~ 


2. 
How many members has the Warren borough board of 


health? Five. 


3. 
Are they elected or appointed? 
Appointed by Borough 


Council. 


4. What are their qualifications? Citizens interested in public 


health. 


5. What are the terms of office? Salaries? Duties? 


They serve a five-year term, one terminating each year. 


There is one paid employee, a secretary paid $50 monthly. 
They attend monthly board meetings and handle emergencies 
when the health officer is on vacation. 


6. Are the functions administrative or advisory? 


The board enforces the state laws and borough ordinances 


pertaining to public health. 


7. Is there is a full-time or part-time county health commis- 
sioner, or health officer? 


No. However, Warren borough employs a full-time health 


officer. 


8. 
How is he selected? What qualifications are required? 


He is appointed by the board of health, approved by Borough 


Council and by the State medical director. His qualifications 
include the requirement that he be trained by the State Health 
Department. 


9. What are his principal duties? 


He must inspect dairies that produce milk which is con- 


sumed in Warren borough, a wide-ranging procedure. He in- 
spects all eating and drinking establishments, public or priv- 
ate, also groceries, meat markets, etc. 
With the State sani- 


tarian he inspects the borough schools, nursing homes, the 
Childrens* Home and other places used by the public. The 
board of health keeps records of, and control of, communicable 
diseases in the borough.

No, there is no county 
hospital.

and treated? Do you have a sanitary engineer or other officer 
who is responsible for these services? 


Drilled wells, springs and streams are the sources of 


supply. 
There are no provisions for water shortages. All 


public water supplies are tested every six months. The Know 
Your Town book published by the League of Women Voters 
states that the Warren Water Company tests its water daily 
and also treats it by adding chlorine and lime. 


New water supplies are checked before they are used. 


Checks of water supplies will be made at the request of the 
owner. 
The State sanitarian serves this area. Youngsville, 


Russell, Clarendon, Tidioute, Sheffield and Irvine have their 
own water supplies. 
There is no county engineer or other 


officer in charge of this service. 


3. How does your county administer disposal of garbage 


and sewage? Is there a county-owned sewage treatment plant? 


The State sanitarian inspects the five land-fill garbage 


disposal places periodically. There is no county sewage plant. 


Under House BUI 537 as of July 1, 1967, permits are re- 


quired to be issued on subsurface sewage disposal. This 
applies to all homes on plots of less than one acre. Direct ap- 
proval is required for sewage disposal for all public facilities. 
Municipalities must submit plans for sewage treatment. 


4. Do county health services include inspection of nursery 


school, retail food establishments, processing plants? 
Is 


there rodent control? Rabies control? Is there a weights and 
measures department? 


Nursery schools are not inspected. Retail food establish- 


ments are inspected at least twice a year, as are processing 
plants. There is rodent, insect and rabies control through the 
State sanitarian's office. 


The county commissioners appoint a sealer of weights 


and measures. 


Further duties of the State sanitarian: he investigates 


contagious diseases, and food or water-borne epidemics for 
the county. He inspects public camps, migrant labor camps, 
travel trailer camps, roadside rests, the Girl Scout and Boy 
Scout camps. 
He also inspects swimming pools every two 


weeks during the times of their operation. 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


1. Do you have a county nursing system? 


No. Home nursing, in the county is taken care of by the 


Visiting Nurse Association. It is funded by the United Fund and 
patient fees; it does not receive county, state or federal funds. 


There are two full-time nurses and one half-time. The 


ratio of nurses to the population they serve is one per 1,720 
residents. 


2. How are they selected? By the Nurses Committee of the 


association. 


3. Are they registered nurses, with special training forpublic 


health work? 


Yes, they are RN's with some public health training or 


experience. 


4. What is their salary range? It is $375 to $400 a month. 


The part-time scale is $2 hourly. 


5. What automobile expenses do they receive? 


One car is furnished by the Visiting Nurses Association. 


The other nurses are paid ten cents a mile for use of their own 
cars. 


6. What are the duties of the nurses? 


They give professional nursing care in the home, upon 


doctor's referral. 


THE STATE NURSES 


There are presently two State nurses on duty in the county, with 


offices at the State Health Center, 104 Water Street. They are 
selected by civil service examinations and are registered nurses 
with special training for public health work. 
Their salary 


range is $5268 to $7055 yearly. Their automobiles are furn- 
"ished by the State. 


The State nurses conduct a teaching program in the county. 


They do not go into the homes except to instruct the family in 
nursing care. 
They conduct ten Well Baby Clinics a month, 


assist with the Crippled Children's clinics, hold a weekly 
chest clinic. 
They refer patients to Erie for cardiac and 


lung ailments, to the Penna. Association for the Blind, to 
Pittsburgh for plastic surgery, and to Phillipsburg for hearing 
difficulties. 


Certain communicable diseases are reported by the nurses to 


the State Department of Public Health. They also do follow-up 
work for men rejected by Selective Service, referring them to 
the doctor of the man's choice or to a rehabilitation center in 
Erie. 
Home visits are made by the State nurses on Public 


Assistance maternity cases. 


The office hours of the State nurses are 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 


Mondays through Friday. 


Is there a health education program in the county? Yes. The 


State nurses are responsible for teaching and demonstrating 
nursing principles and techniques in clinics and homes.

"Teach Us To Pray' 


By GEORGE W. CORNELL 


AP Religion Writer 
A refugee child, placed in an 


American foster home, had her 
first experience with prayer. As 
the story goes, she described 
the family devotions as "talking 
to someone who isn't there." 


Obviously, it seemed to her a 


strange procedure, and even 
among the religiously versed, 
there have been recurring ques- 
tions about the ways and work* 
ings of prayer. 


"Teach us to pray," the apos- 


tles 
asked 
Jesus 
in the 


beginnings of Christianity. 


And believers ever since have 


approached the discipline of 
personal prayer variously-.in 
confidence or uncertainty, in 
regularity or hardly at all, as an 
intimate compass to life, or a 
mere external formality. 


Nowadays "prayer for many- 


is like a foreign land," says the 
Rev. Dr. Robert McAfee Brown, 
a 
Presbyterian 
theologian. 


"When we go there, we go as 
tourists. Like most tourists, we 
feel uncomfortable and out of 
place." 


Catholic philosopher Michael 


Novak, writing in the weekly, 
Commonweal, says it is aston- 
ishing "how many Christians no 
longer pray," as if God no long- 
er was available in private de- 
votions. 


Novak says that one of the 


troubles is that many Christians 
"have scarcely progressed be- 
yond the habits of childhood" in 
regard to prayer. 


They 
"think 
that prayer 


means asking for things, for 
good weather, to find lost ob- 
jects, to obtain peace of mind, 
to make an important sale. The 
mode is 'gimme'. The implicit 
world view is magical." 


But as he and many Christian 


scholars emphasize, prayer ba- 
sically involves an attitude of 
responsiveness to Godj of con- 
centration on openness to His 
will, whatever it may be, which 
is what a person needs, even 
though he doesn't know it. 


"Prayer is response to God," 


says the Rev. Dr. John B, 
Coburn, dean of the Episcopal 
Theological Seminary, Cam- 
bridge, Mass. 


It is all right, he says, "to 


begin by asking God to help us 
in any way we see fit," but in 
genuinely 
receptive 
prayer, 


"we end by asking God to help 
us as He sees fit, and to meet 
our needs, not as we see them, 
but as He sees them." 


That was the example set by 


the Virgin Mary at the annun- 
ciation, "Thy will be done," 
and by Christ before His cru- 
cifixion, 
"Not My will, but 


Thine, be done." 


Ultimately, "You are using 


God when you pray for your 


own ends," writes noted Protes- 
tant theologian Reinhold Nie- 
buhr. 


Prayer, he adds, should not be 


for "trivial ends" but for "in- 
tegrity, courage, wisdom." 


Through the ages, church 


scholars have often pictured the 
totality of living, and sensitivity 
to it, as a continuous prayer, or 
effort to attune oneself to full 
reality. 
"Pray without ceas. 


ing," St. Paul advised. 


As Martin Luther, the 16th 


Century Protestant 
reformer 


put it, "Faith is nothing but 
pure prayer." 


Catholic Novak says that for 


the adult Christian, prayer is 
"fundamentally an orientation 
of the will" in search for recon- 
ciliation with the "real world" 
of dynamic change in which 
God's will is an unknown "X". 


It is, he adds, an "attitude of 


radical openness" to that ever 
unfolding reality. 


"The effect of prayer is not 


that it binds God to something," 
he adds. "God is not our servant 
boy, to lie summoned and given 
orders. The effect of prayer is 
to change ourselves. 


"It is to make us more alert 


to the subtle nuances of human 
relations, to the actual course 
of daily events around us, to the 
possibilities for creativity and 
brotherhood to which we might 
have been blind. 


The reason for praying is to 


become more realistic, more 
open, more discerning. Reality 
makes many demands upon us; 
the purpose of prayer is to open 
our eyes and ears to the fullness 
of the real world in which we 
live." 


There are various types of 


prayer -- adoration of God, 
thanksgiving, 
confession 
of 


wrongs, intercession for others 
petition for guidance, and all 
of them intertwine to some ex. 
tent in most prayers. 


Dr. Coburn, in a book, "Pray- 


er and Personal Religion," of- 
fers some specific suggestions 
for developing a mature person- 
al prayer life. Most of the prac- 
tical methods also have been 
commended by other Christians 
in history. 


Among them: 
Pray each day at the same 


time. 


Have a regular place of pray- 


er. 


The 
posture you assume, 


standing, kneeling, sitting, or 
lying down, makes no differ- 
ence, except as it aids your own 
concentration. 


Prepare for prayer with ,a 


brief period of devotional read- 
ing. 


Pray as long as you need or 


want to—no longer. 


Pray whether you "feel like 


it" or not. 


The Rev. Dr. Daniel D. Wil- 


liams of Union Theological Sem- 
inary, says that in prayer, "God 
himself ventures with us into a 
future where His decisions take 
account of our actions. 


"It is not a question that 


prayer will change God's mind 
or His intention. That is surely 
a naive view of the matter. Rath- 
er it is the discovery in prayer 
that the soul and God are joined 
in personal freedom and God 
has given us the dignity of deci- 
sion."

Round, so called because au» 
thorlzation for the United States 
to participate came during the 
Kennedy administration, is to 
liberalize trade. Its chief meth- 
od would be to lower industrial 
tariffs. 


Tariffs have existed as long 


as trade has, the primary rea. 
son being to protect domestic 
industries 
from foreign com. 


petition. 
However, many of 


these tariffs have become rigid 
even when protection might not 
be needed. And they have been 
torn by exceptions. 


Nations now feel that recipro- 


cal dropping of tariff barriers 
would lead to benefits for all. 
.American products might sell in 
greater quantity and at lower 
prices 
in France. 
French 


products might have the same 
result here. 


In addition to the tariffs, the 


negotiators are considering a 
plan to regulate the world mar- 
ket for grains. This is one of 
the 
major 
considerations 


considered by the 53 nations 
represented at Geneva. Most 
of these nations, however, have 
had little to sa> so far. 


The reason for this is that the 


two great trading powers have 
nearly monopolized the affair. 
These are the United States and 
the European Common Market 
nations 
of Germany, 
Italy, 


France, The Netherlands, Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg. 


These two 
powers 
have 


pressed each other to the limit 
In an attempt to rearh agree- 
ments best suited to their inter- 
ests - and as they view it, to 
the eventual interests of all na. 
tlons. 


Grains was one issue - but 


only one . involved. The United 
States, for instance, wished the 
Common Market nations to con- 
tinue to leave open some 13 
per cent of its grain market to 
shipments from other nations. 


The Common Market nations, 


however, wished to lower this 
figure to 10 per cent. European 
farmers, it said, wished to ex- 
pand their production and want- 
ed less competition. 


A 10 per cent figure was un- 


acceptable to Americans, who 
have an enormous production 
capacity, for it would mean for- 
eign nations could sell 2.1 mil- 
lion tons less than was now 
being sold in Europe. Such a 
figure would never be approved 
by the American Senate. And so 
a stalemate developed. 


Negotiations for either side 


couldn't let this situation pre- 
vail because American author!, 
zation to negotiate was rapidly 
running out. The entire negotia- 
tions could collapse. 


As a result, the United States 


withdrew its demand. And in 
return the Common 
Market 


made concessions on a request 
involving the support of world 
grain prices. 


The complexity of these agree- 


ments might be compared to 
an encyclopedia in small type 
with all the footnotes included. 
The disputes seem to be over 
asterisks. And the agreements 
seem only to add footnotes. The 
stakes are big nevertheless. 


Now the negotiators of the 


United States and the Common 
Market have until midnight Sun. 
day to reach agreement on im- 
portant odds and ends that stand 
in the way of further negotia- 
tions by all 53 nations.

And Bob 
Schwab will be glad to give you a full account of the research 
and field studies being made by the state departments of health 
and agriculture and the Pennsylvania State University. 


This writer had a letter this week from a Warren man 


(who prefers to remain anonymous to the public) on the subject 
of birds and bugs. He has read of the black fly problem in the 
Tidioute area and writes as follows: 
"I fully believe that a few colonies of purple martins would 


solve the black fly problem. 
I do not recall seeing martin 


houses in Tidioute. I would suggest you recommend a martin 
house campaign. 
The houses are not expensive to buy or 


anyone able to handle tools can build one of scrap material 
for practically nothing. 


"I am a martin fan and can give many suggestions if they 


are desired. I think houses built now would be discovered by 
the birds and occupied next year."
